On the 12th of Angust, 1762, the forty-=evemth
anniversary of the sccession of the House of
Brunswick to the English throne, all the bells
in London pealed in gratulation, and asnounced
that an heir to George 111 was born. Five days
afterwards the king was pleased to  pass letters
patent under the great eeal, creating H, R. H.
1he Prince of Grest Britnin, Electoral Priuee of
Brunswick-Luneburg, Duke of Cornwall amd
Rothsay, Barl of Garrick, Baron of Renfrew,
Lord of the Igles, and Great Steward of Seotland,
Prince of Wales, and Far] of Chester,

All the people at his birth threnged Lo see this
lovely child; and behind a gilt Chins sereen
railing in Bt. James' Palace, in a eradle sar-
roundzd by the three prineely ostrieb feathers,
the royal infant was luld 1o delight the eyes of
the lieges, Among the earliest instances of
homage piuid to him, T read that “s eurious
Indian bow and arrows were sent to the prince
from his father's fmthiul subjects in New York."
He was fond of playing with these toys: an old
stalesmun, orator, and wit of his grandfather's
and grest-grandinther’s time, never tired of his
business, still erger 10 his old age to be well at
court, used to play with the little prinee, sud
full down dead when the prince shot at him
with his toy bow snd arrows, and get up and
fall down dead over and over ngain, to the in-
creased delight of the ehild. So thal he was
fattered from his cradle upwards; and bLelore
his little feetl conld walk, stutesmen and cour-
tiers were busy kissing them,

There s & pretiy picture of the royal infant—
s besutiful buxom child—asleep in bis mother's
lap, who turns round aud holds o finger to her
hp, as if she would bid the couriiers around
yespect the baby's slumbers, From that day
until his decease, sixty-eight years after, I sup-
pose there were more pictures taken of that
persopage then of any human being who ever
was born and died—in evur? kind of uniform
and every possible court dress—in long fair
hair, with powder, with and without 8 pigtail—
in every conceivable cocked bat—in dragoon
uniform—in a field-marshal’s clothes—io a 8colch
kilt and tartans, with dirk and claymore (u
stupendons figure)=—in a frogged froek coat
with a fur collar and tight breeches and silk
stockings—in wigs of cvery color, fair, brown,
and black—in his famong coronation robea
finally, with which performance he was so moch
in love that be distriboted copies of the pleture
to all the couris and British embassies in Europe,

and to numberiess clubs, townhalls, and private
friende, 1 remember. a5 8 young mun, how
almost every dining-room had his portrait,
There Is plenty of blograpbical tattle about
the prince’s boylhood, 1t is told with what as-
tonishing rapidity he learned all languages,
ancient and modern; how he rode besutifully,
BAT, chﬂrmiu!{.ly. and pln?ml elsgantly on the
violoneello, That he was besutiful was patent
to all eyes, He had n high spirit; and onge,
when he had & difference with his father, bupst
into the royal eloset and called out “Wilkes nnd
liberty for ever!” He was s0 clover thut he
confounded his very governors in learning: and
one of them, Lord Bruce, hiving made n falze
quantity in quoting Greek, the ndmirable vonng
prince instsntly corrected him.

Nature and circomstance had done their
ulmost to prepare the prince for being spoiled;
the dreadfiul duliness of papa's court, its stupid
amosements, its dreary occupations, the mad-
dening humdrom, the stifling sobriety of ita
routine, wounld have made a scupegrace of a
much less lively prince. All the big princes
bolted trom that castle of enawd where old King
George sat, posting u': his books and droniug
over his Handel; and old Queen Charloble over
her snufl and tambour frame. Most of the
sturdy, gallant sony sottled down alter sowing
thelr wild oats, wnd became sober subjects of
their father and brother—oot 111 liked by the
nation, which pardous youthful irregularittes
readily enongh for the sake of pluck, and un-
aflecteduess, and good humor,

The boy is father of the man. Our prince sig-
nalized his entrance into the world by a feat
worthy of his tuture llle, He invented a new
shoe-buckle. It wns an Inch long and five
inches broad. *'It covered almost the whole
Ingtep, reaching down to the ground on either
gide ol the fool.” A esweel Invention! lovely
and useful ns the prionce on whose foot it
sparkled, At his first appearance at s conrt
ball, we read that "“his cont was pink silk, with
white cufls: bis walstcont white silk, embroi-
dered with various colored foil, and adorned
with & prolusion of French paste. And his hat
wae ornamented with two rows of steel beads,
five thousand in number, with a buotton and
loop of the snwe metal, and cocked in 4 new mili-
tary style,” What a Florizel! Do these delnils
seem trivial? They are the grave incldents of
his life, Hls biographera say thut when he eom-
menced housekeeping in that splendid new
palace of his, the Prince of Wales had some
windy projects of encovruging literature gclence,
aud the arts; of having assemblies of literary
characiers, and societies for the encouragement
of geography. astronomy and bolany. Astro-
nomy, geography, and botany! Flddlesticks !
French ballet dancers, Freneh cooks, horse
{och-)rs, butioons, procurers, tailors, boxers,
encipg-masters, chiva, jewel, and gimerack
merchants, these were his renl companions,
At first he made s pretense of bhaving Durke,
and Piit, and Sheridan for his friends. But
how could such men be seriovs before such an
emply scapegrace a8 this lad ! Fox might talk
dice with him, and Sheridan wine; but what
else had these men of genius In common with
their tawdry young host of Carlton House?
That fribble the leader of such men as Fox and
Burke! That wan's opinions about the Consti-
tution, the India bill, just’ce to the Catholics—
about any question graver than the bution for
# walstcont or the sauce for & partridge —worth
an_\‘thin%! The mendship belween the prince
and the Whig chiels was impossible, ey wers
hypocritesin pretending to respect him, and if
he broke the hollow compact between them,
who ghall blame him?
